Public Housing Marches Again 


SING the defense mobilization pro- 
gram as an excuse, the public 
housing politicians are engaged in 

a new and unsavory campaign to wreck 
private home building and force federal 
housing to the front. This time the chief 
dragoon is Tighe Woods, and _ the 
weapon is rent control. Critical defense 
areas form the basis for the strategy. In 
these areas there seems to be no limit 
to what the forces under Mr. Woods will 
do to gain complete control over rents. 
With that control secured, private home 
building becomes impossible, and the 
only answer is federal public housing. 

A classic example is the plight in 
which Wichita, Kansas, finds itself. The 
City of Wichita, acting under the au- 
thority of state legislation, has its own 
rent control board. The board operated 
efficiently and equitably before the city 
was declared a critical area, and will 
continue to,so operate if it is left alone. 
Faced with the need to supply 5,000 
new homes to house additional workers 
in defense plants, builders have an- 
nounced a program that will meet the 
requirements in a few months. Know- 
ing that this expansion will create new 
rent control problems, and that in the 
past, some owners of rental property 
have taken unfair advantages, the own- 
ers of about 75 per cent of the city’s 
rental units have petitioned the city 
council for tighter statutes. 

There appears to be no question that 
the home builders and rental property 
owners have the situation well in hand. 
In spite of this, however, the govern- 
ment proposes to supercede the author- 
ity of the City of Wichita, acting under 
the laws of the State of Kansas, and 
impose federal rent controls. If the fed- 
eral rent schedules are not too low to 


be compatible with current building 
costs in Wichita, there is no reason on 
earth for them. If they are too low, as 
it is expected they will be, the move on 
the part of government can be construed 
only as an attempt to halt the defense 
housing program of the builders, and 
thus create an excuse for a public hous- 
ing program. Such a program, of course, 
will take two to three times as long to 
complete as the program of the private 
builders, will produce housing that will 
cost twice as much as it should, and will 
rent for about half the cost. Either way, 
it is apparent that the federal rent con- 
trol bureau is much less concerned with 
what happens to the small wage earner 
than it is with forcing public housing 
programs on communities whether or 
not they want them or need them. 
Then, there is Will County, Illinois, 
of which industrial Joliet is the seat. 
Will County is also a critical defense 
area. Here, government proposes to im- 
pose rent control, and to make the 
schedules apply to postwar rental units, 
heretofore exempt from rent control. It 
has been rightfully assumed that since 
these units were built with the under- 
standing that controls did not apply to 
them, the controls never would apply. 
The proposed action of government is a 
violation of the agreement, and a sure 
way to halt the construction of private 
rental properties or at least, 
until all federal controls are removed. 
All of this appears to be another 
brazen attempt to halt the operations 
of private home builders,

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AB Washington News Letter 


For the Light Construction Industry 


A special service for American Builder readers. The latest Washington developments affecting the light con- 
struction industry assembled by special Washington correspondent and sent by wire to be printed and 
bound in your American Builder at the last minute before it is mailed. A regular monthly feature. 


Washington, December 21, 1951. 


» WHAT'S AHEAD FOR 1952? In spite of prospects that CMP controls will continue in 
force, a vein of optimism keeps cropping out in the talk of industry men in Washing- 
ton. It's agreed materials will be much more of a problem than mortgage money, but 
even the materials, short though they be, can be lived with. "B" product manufac— 
turers will probably be hardest hit during the year, and some NPA officials continue 
to think that "houses without plumbing" may be a real problem by summer. 


> ALLOCATIONS OF COPPER, ALUMINUM AND STEEL for homebuilding will probably be shaved 
another 10 per cent in the second quarter of 1952, according to all present indica- 
tions. However, the disposition to meddle with self-—certification has quieted down. 
One spokesman says it is "very probable" NPA will set out a new list of articles in 
which copper can't be used. But industry men say they don't expect a reduction in 
the copper or steel that a builder may self-certify for each unit. 


> COPPER remains the most critical of the criticals, government men say. They see 
"nothing but gloom" ahead. DPA has been dickering with OPS and other agencies to 
try and work out a plan for importing more copper. The catch is copper prices. On 
the world market they are about double the OPS ceiling in this country. Metals men 
point out that domestic copper production falls 40 per cent short of U.S. needs, and 
argue the only way to overcome the gap and get more copper is pay the world market 
prices. DPA seems inclined to agree. 


>» DPA CHIEF MANLY FLEISCHMANN recently indicated he thinks builders have received 
pretty liberal treatment so far. When HHFA asked for some extra allotments for the 


first quarter, he said: "In the light of the generous original program level . 
the appeal was denied." 


» THE MATERIALS PICTURE for 1952 is confused by many things outside the construction 
field. For one thing, it's election year. That puts a new element of uncertainty 
in what Congress will do. A steel strike in January would throw all calculations 
off. The military situation could change radically. Already, the air force wants 
143 air groups, instead of 95, and the army talks about aiming a little higher. 

NPA spokesmen say strict controls "may" be "necessary" longer than we now think. 


>» 800,000 TO 850,000 HOUSING STARTS is still the goal of HHFA Administrator Foley; 
but if DPA comes through with the second quarter materials cut, as expected, this 
go1l may suffer. It will be recalled that when DPA announced allocations for the 
first quarter of 1952 the agency said they were on the annual basis of 800,000 
starts. Now a further cut would indicate DPA officials have dropped their sights 
to a lower figure. 


» DEFENSE MOBILIZER WILSON has created a new post in his top defense agency: 
Assistant to the Director for Housing and Community Facilities. This assistant will 
“coordinate and supervise federal activities relating to housing and community 
facilities in the defense program." HHFA Administrator Foley was appointed to the 
new post, but will continue to head HHFA as well. 


» RENT STABILIZER TIGHE E. WOODS helped précipitate Mr. Wilson's action. On two 
occasions Mr. Woods criticized sharply the "second—echelon moles" which he said were 
slowing down defense housing. He lashed out at their delay in certifying areas for 
rent control. He even called for a complete shutdown of residential building in 
1952, except in critical areas where, he said, "horrible" housing conditions and 
rent levels now exist. 
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> MR. WILSON rebuked Mr. Woods at a staff meeting a few days later. He said opera-— 
tions of the Advisory Committee on Defense Areas—-the "second—echelon moles"—did 
not merit such criticism. Representatives of other government agencies at the meet- 
ing said they thought the committee was operating effectively. Later this same day, 
Mr. Wilson announced the appointment of Mr. Foley as his new assistant on housing. 


» CRITICAL AREAS passed the 100 mark early in December. Housing programmed for 
these areas by HHFA totaled 41,985 rental units and 18,140 sales units. These 
figures were for 102 critical areas, up through December 13. 


» LOANS FOR PREFABRICATED HOUSING can now be obtained through application to HHFA 
regional offices. Proceeds from such loans must be used to finance the cost of the 
house package or the cost of the package and its erection. Manufacturers, opera— 
tive—builders, or mortgage companies are eligible to apply. Loans to any individual] 
or firm are limited by law to $500,000, and total commitments by HHFA may not exceed 
$15,000,000 at any one time. 


® BUILDING MATERIAL DEALERS who have been selling themselves out of inventory of 

critical materials at last obtained relief from NPA. Order M-89 permits them to 

replace controlled materials sold to the general public. They may use allotment 

symbol W-5 to self-certify orders for new supplies. The regulation limits inven— 
tories to the average quarterly inventory maintained in 1950. 


® TEMPORARY HOUSING costing approximately $11,500,000, and consisting of 2,815 
units, is being provided in 14 critical areas by the Public Housing Administration. 
Title III of the Defense Housing Act authorizes such housing, and these were the 
first assignments made. 


®» THOMAS P. COOGAN of Florida, former president of the National Association of Home 
Builders, has been appointed director of the Armed Forces Housing Agency. Mr. 
Coogan will serve without compensation, as an assistant to the Secretary of Defense. 
His agency will develop policies on family housing for the armed services, but will 
not engage in building activity. The housing agency was established a few months 
ago after a Senate committee found fault with housing around military posts.

Britain's Private Builders 
Make Substantial Gain 


Britain’s Conservative government has moved to allow private builders 
there to erect one-half of the country’s new homes and apartments instead 
of one-fifth! This is a direct result, of course, of the recent victory of the 
Conservative Party over the Socialist Labor Party. 


By cutting some of the stiff controls which have bound home builders 
in Britain for so many years, the new Conservative British government 
hopes to up production at least 50 per cent during 1952. 


New private enterprise homes will be for sale or rent to families on 
existing waiting lists and to other applicants urgently needing housing 


This action by the Conservative Party does not in any sense of the 
word free the private builders in England from all controls. They are still 
shackled by such obstacles as 

1. All homes must be built under license. 

2. Size, sale, and resale price or rent are controlled 

3. Present ratio of one privately built house in five, is raised to a top 
limit of five in ten, at the discretion of local authorities 


Prime Minister Atlee’s socialist members of Parliament have vigorously 
attacked this move to increase housing production by stimulating construc 
tion by the private builder 


Socialist members have denounced the plan as “terrible” and predicted 
that a cut in government-built houses would hit poor families hardest 
Ex-Prime Minister Atlee called for a debate and has been assured that 
his request would be “considered.” 


Under the Tory program, private builders will be free to construct more 
houses than at any time since the end of the war. The Conservative 
government is pledged to provide 300,000 houses a year, compared with 
the 200,000 annually built during the Socialist government's period of office 


The total number of permanent and temporary houses completed under 
the postwar housing program is now 1,118,630 


The one-in-five ratio was applied in 1946 and continued until private 
building was banned completely in 1947. It was restored in 1948 but the 
following year was reduced to one-tenth. The one-in-five ratio was again 
revived in May, 1950, and has remained in operation since then 


This good news coming from Britain will be of interest to the many 
U. S. builders who toured Europe last summer and inspected housing 
conditions very thoroughly. Their report on Great Britain was discourag- 
ing to say the least. Their observations made them believe that the future 
of private home ownership in England was in grave doubt and that private 
building for rent period would be gone forever. 


This was due to the fact that home building was so completely con 
trolled, restricted and harassed by the Labor government that all incen 
tive for the production of decent housing was virtually stifled 


It is a credit to the organized home builders of Great Britain that the 
Conservative Party has made this drastic change in the housing picture 
Our British counterparts in the building industry struggle mightily to 
reverse this dangerous trend of too many controls. Private builders with 
whom I have corresponded in England admitted freely that they had been 
tragically inarticulate and inept in fighting the trend of Socialism which 
they estimate got under way thirty years ago 


As in other parts of the world, the realities of socialized housing too 
often are masked by plans for the creation of a Utopia. As U. S. builders 
well know, government planning and control are the basic factors in 
attempting to build up a Socialist State in which the law of supply and 
demand is not permitted to operate. 


Heartiest congratulations from America’s Free Enterprise building in 
dustry to the home builders of Great Britain in reversing this dangerous 
trend. At the same time, let’s redouble our efforts to avoid the British 
pattern!

>» As far as we can recall, we 
have never prepared an article on 
the subject that you refer to, 
namely “Cost of Extras and 
Changes in Plans During Con- 
struction.” We do not have any- 
thing in our files that would have 
a bearing on a subject of this type. 

We assume that the matter of 
plan changes would apply prima- 
rily to custom designed and built 
houses or in the case where a 
builder or architect was dealing 
directly with the owner. This 
situation does not as a rule exist 
with the large scale developer be- 
cause, in that case, he would have 
direct control of the plan and 
design. We have found that plans 
completed by the architect usually 
represent the ideal arrangement 
wanted and the thing that the 
prospective owner desires. How- 
ever, in many cases, after bids are 
obtained it is sometimes found 
that the ideal is beyond reach 
financially and consequently there 
is a need to cut back in order to 
stay within a limited budget 
This, of course, necessitates 
changes and many extras when 
items that were drastically cur- 
tailed are again being considered. 
The suggestions are a matter of 
personal record and experiences. 
The files of the magazine do not 
contain the material you desire 

One other thought: Architects 
often request builders to set up 
unit prices in their proposal on 
the work in the various trades. In 
this manner any deductions or 
additions would be calculated on 
the basis of the established unit 
price.

The concrete (B) conducts heat through the layer 
of asphalt AND aluminum (C) to the gravel (D). 
The gravel (D) conducts heat to the ground (E). 

As the contacting air (A) loses heat, its capacity to 
retain water vapor is diminished. The excess con- 
denses on the upper surface of the concrete floor. 








THE EXPLANATION : 


(1) Cold air can support little vapor. The excess falls out as water, or condensation, dew, etc. 


(2) By direct conduction through and between solids, heat flows through the concrete floor 
into the earth, the flow in conduction being from warm to cold. 


(3) Similarly, by conduction, heat flows out of the air in immediate contact with the colder 
concrete. That layer of air can no longer support all the vapor in it, so the excess condenses. 


(4) The process of extracting heat out of the air at the upper surface of the concrete is 
continuous, and so is the formation of condensation. 


Multiple sheets of accordion aluminum, underneath the floor, reflect back 979 of RADIATION. 
The air spaces permit only about 5% heat flow by CONDUCTION. There is of course no CONVEC- 
TION downward. Therefore with practically no heat loss, the concrete tends to follow air temperatures, 
and remains above the dew point. Ordinary insulations, being dense, are better conductors of heat. They 
are made more dense, still better conductors of heat, by the crushing weight of concrete, by inner con- 
densation formation, and by ground dampness.

Modular Coordination is the 
basic means by which all segments 
of the building industry can work 
together to assure successful eco- 
nomical building. Modular design, 
teamed with materials 
and modular construction results 
in a better building at lower cost. 

The manufacturer who changes 
to modular dimensions on existing 
material, or develops new modular 
material, must be sure that his 
product relates economically to the 
entire building and to modular 
planning. 

The contractor needs accurate 
modular details to build economi- 
cally. Plans for small homes often 
lack details.

This often means costly changes 
which can he avoided by vood de- 
tailing and the use of modular con- 
trolled construction methods. 

Recently. a few architects were 
asked for comments on modular 
design. Excerpts from some of their 
answers follow. 


7 I feel that the correct use of 
modular design: 1. Simplifies the 
layout and production of working 
drawings. 2. Simplifies the layout 
of construction, 3. Coordinates the 
plan with elevations and vice versa. 
1. Organizes and simplifies plans 
and elevations. 5. Effects economies 
because of savings in material and 
labor.”

For the past two years William 
Demarest. Jr.. Modular Coordina- 
tion Secretary for the ATA, has 
talked at AIA chapter meetings 
throughout the country. He has in- 
fluenced many architects to evalu- 
ate, and then to use the modular 
system. No drafting room that has 
viven the system an adequate trial 
has gone back to the nonmodular 
system.

completed recently are the new 
hangars at the New York Interna- 
tional Airport: 30 modular frame 
houses designed by the Small 
Homes Council of the University of 
Illinois for its faculty members: 
and the new National Biscuit 
Bakery in Houston, Texas. 

Sargent, Webster, Crenshaw & 
Folley, architects for Salt City 
Homes, a state housing project in 
Syracuse, New York, wanted proof 
as to comparative costs of modular 
and nonmodular construction. Two 
sets of blueprints, one modular 
and one nonmodular. were sent to 
each bidder. In each case a lower 
bid was submitted for the modular 
design. The successful bidder's esti- 
mate was $8,000 higher for the non- 
modular job. 

Lawrence and Dykes, architects, 
have designed several modular 
school buildings. Mr. Dykes said, 
“Tam convinced it (Modular Coor- 
dination) saves time and, there- 
fore, money. It is impossible for 
Vodular Coordination to add any 
cost to a job, because it merely in- 
volves using standard-size units.” 
The masonry superintendent of the 
Wells School said he would rather 
work on a modular job than any 
other. 

William A. Johnson, architect of 
Everett, Washington, in a letter to 
William Demarest, wrote, “The 
value of Modular Coordination 
seems pretty obvious to us, particu- 
larly from the standpoint of econ- 
omy. ... As we see it, Modular 
Coordination is something that 
benefits everyone, right from the 
working drawings to the completed 
building. . . . By coordination 
with standardized and stock units, 
it obviously permits quicker and 
more economical assemblies than 
nonmodular units where wasteful 
cutting and fitting is required. Mod- 
ular Coordination has worked very 
well for us. We have cut building 
costs considerably.”
